Tornadoes, high winds and torrential rains swept the 
South Tuesday, pushing rivers over their banks. Driving 
rains also lashed northern California, touching off a 
major mudslide. 
Heavy 
rains which soaked California’s 
northern 
counties were blamed for a huge mudslide which - 
smacked a residence hall at Humboldt State University 
at Arcata. 
Some 150 students fled three dormitories as the slide 
hit. 
“I thought a mountain was coming down on m e,” said 
Ron Stratton, one of those evacuated. 
Eureka, 
Calif., 
got nearly 
3'/2 
inches 
of 
rain. 
Authorities evacuated low lying areas of livestock and 
some residents. The sheriffs office said that local 
streams crested around 3:30 p.m. and caused some 
flooding, but a spokesman said most of the damage had 
been caused by surface water.

Administration Hospital at Tuscaloosa, Ala. Authorities - 
said at least five homes were damaged and numerous 
trees and power lines were downed. However, there 
were no injuries and the hospital was unscathed. 
Another twister touched down at Haleyville, Ala., 
downing an unoccupied mobile home and ripping 
branches from trees. Strong winds and quarter-inch hail 
whipped the area. There were no injuries. 
Minor wind damage was reported in several areas of 
northern Alabama. 
The Warrior River climbed to 56.1 feet —about eight 
feet above flood stage —at Demopolis, 
Ala., and 
continued to rise. Persons along the Tallapoosa River in 
Alabama were cautioned to seek higher ground Tuesday 
after the Alabama Power Co., was forced to open 
spillway gates at Martin Dam. 
Severe thunderstorms lumbered across the Gulf Coast 
states, dumping as much as three inches of rain near 
Jackson, Miss., and more than two inches at Pensacola, 
Fla. Flash flood warnings were raised in much of Dixie.

It has individual mike controls, operated by 
Becky Mahan, court reporter, which can in­ 
tensify the speech of someone talking too low, 
or lower those more boisterous. 
Probably the most significant change with 
the new tape is that it allows a better filing 
system. It uses cassette tapes, which are much 
easier for storage and much easier for 
research.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Robert Kleasen, who is 
charged with the murder and dismemberment of two 
Mormon missionaries, won a jury ruling Tuesday that 
he is competent to stand trial. His attorneys quit 
Tuesday, protesting he prevented them from making an 
effort to convince the jury he is insane. Kleasen testified - 
over his attorneys’ objections, urging the jury to find 
him sane. 


Making Progress: Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger flies to Saudi Arabia to brief King Faisal on 
attempts to negotiate a troop separation agreement in 
the Sinai Desert. Before leaving he conferred with 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin at breakfast. He 
also was expected to discuss energy problems with 
Faisal. The secretary says although the Egyptian-Israeli 
talks are blocked by substantial areas of disagreement, 
his Middle East peace mission is making progress. 


State Senator Arrested, Charges Dropped 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — State Sen. Rodney Piper, 
DMuncie, was arrested early Tuesday on charges of 
taunting a policeman and intoxication, but the charges 
were dropped on the grounds of constitutional immunity. 
Piper latei denied even having a drink. 
Patrolman Raymond Brunk said he arrested Piper in 
a downtown restaurant after Piper called him a name. 
Brunk said he was in uniform sitting at the restaurant 
counter when Piper entered a sat nearby. 
Both Brunk and Piper agreed their dispute started 
because Brunk was tapping on an empty coffee cup with 
a spoon. 
Brunk said he ignored Piper’s remarks but then 
arrested him after he called the policeman a name. 


No Primary At Brazil 


BRAZIL, Ind. (UPI) — The City of Brazil will not 
have a primary election this May 6 because there are no 
contests. 
Republicans had one candidate each for just three of 
the seven offices up for election this year, 
and 
Democrats came up with one candidate each for six of 
the offices. 
The parties have until Sept. 7 to fill the vacancies for 
the general election in November. 
It’s estimated $5,000 to $6,000 will be saved by not 
having a primary. This was the first time in Brazil 
history a primary election has not been necessary. 


Evansville Boosts Tuition Fee 


EVANSVILLE, Ind (UPI) — University of Evansville 
trustees voted Tuesday to increase student fees in an 
effort to offset higher costs caused by inflation. 
Trustees voted to raise tuition lees by $63 a quarter 
from $580 to $643. A student attending classes for three 
quarters a year would see his tuition fee go up from 
$1,740 to $1,929. 
The trustees also authorized quarterly increases in 
dormitory rooms from $150 to $160, and in board from 
$217 to $240. 
They also approved an $11.8 million budget, up by 
$603,416. 


Predicts Lower Prime Rate 


GREENCASTLE, Ind. (UPI) — New York banker 
Donald Roberts predicted Tuesday the prime interest 
rate would fall as low as six per cent by the third 
quarter of this year. 
Roberts made the forecast during a talk to economics 
students at DePauw University where he is a visiting 
lecturer. 
Roberts is vice president of the First National City 
Bank of New York, the nation’s second largest bank. 
He predicted the prime rate, which has been as high 
as 12 per cent, would drop to six per cent and thus 
stimulate business. However, Roberts said the rate then 
probably would go back upward He did not speculate 
how high it might go, however. 


CIA Salvaging Soviet Sub 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— A 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency research ship has partially salvaged a Soviet 
nuclear missile submarine which exploded and sank in 
the Pacific seven years ago, intelligence sources said 
Tuesday. 
The Russian sub, with some 80 men aboard, carried 
nuclear warheads, codes and target plans. 
The bizarre story involved desperate attempts by the 
Russians to recover the vessel —and a counter operation 
by the CIA which called in the technological talents of 
recluse billionaire Howard Hughes' organization. 
It included the burial at sea, by the CIA, of the bodies 
of Russians who perished in the disaster with full Soviet- 
stvle naval honors

Carroll and the governors of 
Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, V ir­ 
ginia, and West Virginia in a 
dinner discussion on the cam ­ 
pus of Notre Dame University. 
In the lengthy brief, Carroll 
said 
8.4 
per 
cent 
of 
all 
Kentuckians, or 118,000 persons, 
were out of work in January. 
“ That’s 
47,000 
more 
than 
during 
the 
same 
time 
last 
year,” the Democratic gover­ 
nor 
said. 
“ Worse 
still, 
the 
unemployment rate is expected 
to climb to 8.9 per cent by the 
end of 
March, 
swelling 
the 
number 
of 
unemployed 
to 
125,000.” 
Carroll said 40 per cent of 
those Kentucky workers now 
unemployed are not eligible for 
unemployment insurance bene­ 
fits. 
He asked the president for: 
—The extension of unemploy­ 
ment benefits; 
—Federal action to expand 
the 
Federal 
Em ergency 
Job 
Prog ram ; 
—Subsidies or tax incentives 
to encourage industry to create 
new jobs; 
—New aid considerations for 
the elderly and disabled; 
—A more responsible mone­ 
tary policy; 
—Invigorated federal interest 
in the agricultural economy; 
—Stimulation of housing and 
other industries, and; 
—New interest by Washington 
in Kentucky’s interstate roads 
and other transportation needs. 
A major portion of C arroll’s 
recommendations 
dealt 
with 
jobs in and for Kentucky. The 
governor particularly lauded a 
“ reconsideration” by the presi­ 
dent in the reduction of 2,800 
jobs at the Blue Grass Army 
Depot near Lexington.

“Shirley is intelligent and full 
of curiosity,” said Rosa Marin, 
a sociolgist at the University of 
Puerto Rico.

Striking New York Doctors 
Claim Working Hours Too Long

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
nation’s 
first 
m ajo r doctor’s 
strike, in its second day today, 
apparently h a s not hurt m edi­ 
cal operations a t 21 hospitals, 
but at least one m edical group 
predicts 
the 
w alkout 
could 
spread nationw ide. 
Interns and resident doctors, 
determ ined to end traditional 
round-the-clock 
shifts at 
the 
hospitals, w alked out Monday. 
“This 
is 
th e 
first 
m ajor 
doctors’ strik e in the United 
S tates,’’ the A m erican Medical 
Association said M onday. 
In 
W ashington, 
the Physi­ 
cians N ational H ousestaff As­ 
sociation, 
said 
“ the 
current 
hospital strik e in New York 
City could sp re a d nationw ide.” 
Robert H arm on, head of the

The strik e rs claim IOO hours 
is a ty p ical work week at m ost 
hospitals, w ith som e working as 
m any a s 36 hours at a stretch. 
They a re dem anding a m ax ­ 
im um 80-hour work week and a 
g u ara n tee interns will not be 
assigned jobs norm ally given to 
nurses and m essengers. 
“ P eople ask m e how can I, as 
a doctor, go on strik e,” said 
Dr. C harles Derrow , huddling 
at one sm all picket line. “ The 
point is, you have to m ake a 
stand som eplace.

w orking for 36 hours straig h t?” 
he said. “ Who a re you helping 
if you h av e to wheel a patient
